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Cursor for Taking Readings of Temperature-Graphs for Menstrual Cycle

which I pray that a patent may be granted 
3 to us and the method by which it is to be 
performed to be particularly described m 
and by the following statement: — 

The purpose of the invention is to pro- 
vide a suitable temperature-graph» enabling 
10 the fertility-period of the menstrual cycle 
to be determined with the aid of a cursor 
for reading and interpreting the graph. 

It is characterised by the means used, con- 
sidered both in conjunction with one an- 
15 other and independently of one another, and 
more particularly by a cursor consistmg of 
a transparent rectangular surface of which 
the lower left-hand portion bears a scale 
with an indexed graduation while the upper 
20 right-hand portion has a system of squares 
on which two frames are marked out with 
a reference-system enabling the graph to be 
read, this latter being a temperature-graph 
comprising horizontal and vertical divisions 
25 forming s"paces with a temperature- index, 
providing graduation in tenths of a degree 
vertically and in days of the cycle horizon- 
tally, the entire system enabling the fertility- 
period to be accurately determined by enter- 
30 ing the temperature-changes which follow 
the ovulation. 

In the accompanying drawings, showing 
an embodiment of the invention. 
Fig- 1 is a plan view of the cursor. 
35 Fig, 2 illustrates the r;i*ap-i. 

The cursor consists of a transparent rec- 
tangular surface on which the dimensions 
correspond to the graph in Fig. 2 to which 
it is applied. 
40 The bottom left-hand part of the cursor 
bears a double scale 1, c?f eleven spaces; the 
spaces of the lower scale 2 are numbered 
from 21 to 30. with a space 3 which is not 
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numbered. The upper scale 4 is not indexed 
and likewise comprises eleven spaces. 4-5 

The top right-hand part of the cursor, i.e. 
a part which is in a higher plane than that 
of the scale, bears a system of squares 5 
which is an accurate reproduction of the 
system of squares of the temperature-graph ^0 
on the recording sheet. 

On these systems of squares there are two 
rectangles 6 and 7. in a different honzontal 
and a different vertical plane from each 
other so that 6 is situated lower down and 55 
towards the left while the other. 7. is situ- 
ated higher up and towards the right. The 
rectangle 6 has a reference-mark 8 m its 
bottom right-hand comer. 

The graph in Fig. 2 is of rectangular 60 
shape, with horizontal divisions 9. 10 and 
11, representing tenths of a degree; each 
de^'ree and half-degree being representd by 
thicker Unes 12. 13 and 14. bearing the 
temperature-index. 65 

The vertical divisions 15 serve to sub- 
divide the surface into spaces. The lower 
portion of the graph bears two rows of 
spaces 16 and 17. . * 

The spaces of the upper bne 16, show the 70 
days of the cycle, starting from the day 
when menstruation commences, this day 
corresponding to space ONB of the graph. 
Underneath the Une 16 there is a row of 
empty spaces 17. in which the correspond- 
ing dates of the month can be entered. A 
space 18 is provided, in which the name of 
the month in question can be entered. 

The' upper portion comprises a row of 
spaces 19. identical with the row 17. enab- 80 
lin<' various symptoms likely to accompany 
ovulation to be entered by means of con- 
ventional symbols under the date on which 
they are observed. 

The temperature is entered, by means of 8:> 
the points 20, in the venical column of the 
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day in question, and these points are then 
connected up, in order to provide a -com- 
plete curve. , 
The menstruation is indicated for eacn 
day on which it occurs, by cocnpleting the 
corresponding column 21. in proportion to 
Its abundance. , 

The advantages and apphcations oE tms 
cursor for reading and interpreting the 
graoh are obvious. . u 

the person in question records her tem- 
perature on the graph by entering, m space 
number ONE of the graph, the date when 
menstruation commences. On the subse- 
auent menstruation, the next graph is used. 

The figures of the graph then give a 
direct reading of the length of the cycle 
which has passed, which corresponds to tbe 
last space of the graph which was used be- 
^0 fore changing to another graph (28 days, m 
the example given in Fig 2). 

She then ascertains the duration of the 
shortest of the cycles observed m the year 
. which has passed, e.g. 26 days. The cursor 
FicT 1, is then placed on the graph in such 
a way that the non-indexed space 3 of the 
scale exactly covers the empty space situ- 
ated under the number I of the gtaph. 
The figures of the graph are then shown 
30 in the empty spaces opposite the figures of 

the scale. , „ . 

It follows that opposite the figure of ttic 
scale corresponding to the shortest cycle 
observed previously (in this case. 26) we 
shall then find the last day of the initial 
sterile period (i.e. 7. in the example selected, 
where Ihe first 7 days of the cycle will thus 

'^^The^nikt day will mark the commence- 
ment of the fertile period of the cycle; this 
oeriod will terminate when the temperature, 
"after having increased above its^verage-for 
the beginning of the cycle, has been stabil- 
ised at this upper level. The system of 
45 squares of the cursor will be used to deter- 
mine this "temperaturc-shiff . ,- . ,„ 
For this purpose, the cursor is applied to 
the graph in such a way that the systems of 
squares coincide exactly and the pomt 8 
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comes to rest on the point 22 in Fig. 2. still ^0 
corresDonding to a low temperature, before 
the increase takes place. It may then be 
taken that the temperature has shifted, 
which means that the P."iod of Ee«'l'tyjs 
terminated, when one onds that the three d2 
consecutive points have appeared in the 
uDDcr rectangle 7. 

WHAT I CLAIM IS:— 
I. A cursor for use in reading a temper- 
ature »raph for the menstrual cycle ot a 60 
subject comprising a plane transparent 
eleient for. placing over 'he graph and 
having marked on it towards Us eft-hand 
<!ide uvo superimposed scales, the lower ot 
kid scales havinia non-indexed first space 63 
and the remainder ot the spaces indexed 
from left to right, the upper of the scales 
having its spaces all non-indexed, the cursor 
Seing marked towards the right-hand side 
with a pattern of squares and having there- 70 
on two rectandes marked out in different 
horizontal and vertical planes and the lower 
of said rectangles having a reference mark. 

0 A temperature graph for the men- 
strual cycle of a subject, for use in combin- 75 
ation with the cursor of claim 1. having a 
vertical scale of temperature marked n 
tenths of a degree and a honzontal scale 
marked in days of the cycle indexed in 
numbered spac'es. each day corresponding 80 
to a vertical column or the graph, and a fur- 
ther row of un- numbered spaces immea- 
iately below the numbered spaces for enter- 
ina the corresponding dates of the month 

3 The combination of cursor as claimed 85 
in claim I and graph as claimed^in claim 2 
to constitute means for determining the fer- 
tility period of the menstrual cycle of a 
subject^^^ combination of a cursor and 90 
araoh as particulariy described herem with 
reference to t"he" figures of the" accompany- 
ing drawing.
